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I would assume that Kornegay is the appropriate 
person to coordinate responsibility for monitoring 
the hearings and organizing opposition to the 
cigarette portion of the Fenwick Bill. 

It seems curious that Stevens put the question 
to Mills and Panzer rather than' Kornegay.
